T he Proposed A nt I-Tuberculosis 
Fund. 
It is to be hoped that all citizens 
of Morgan county, regardless o f pol­ 
itical affiliations, 
will vote at the 
com ing election for the levying of a 
tax to establish a tuberculosis san­ 
itarium for the county. 
The legislature passed a law at 
the I a Fit session enabling voters to 
establish sanitarium s in both cities 
and 
counties. 
T his 
law evid en tly 
was passed after careful study and 
the com piling of statistics by experts 
qualified to do the work. 
Until recent years little attention 
was paid to tuberculosis, tho each 
year it caused m ore deaths than all 
other diseases combined. 
Even the 
medical profession a decade ago did 
not give much attention to the study 
of the disease and m ethods of its 
prevention. Recently, however, more 
attention has been given to the dis­ 
ease and tile result has been that 
instead of being regarded as un in­ 
curable disease, it has been found 
that it not only can be cured hut that 
in most instances it can be prevent­ 
ed. 
It would mean that every citizen 
of the county should favor a vote 
that would establish a local sanit­ 
arium. 
F ew , if any families if their 
histories were traced 
back, would 
find them selves free of the tuber­ 
cular taint. 
A fam ily w hose m em ­ 
ber: are well and healthy today may 
six m onths hence have a w ell de­ 
veloped case of tuberculosis. 
W hen 
that time arrives it means that the 
afflicted 
one 
must either he 
sent 
away to som e distant state at great 
expense, or else be kept at 
hom e 
w here all of the fam ily are lik ely to 
become infected. 
It is th e purpose of a county san­ 
itarium to take care of ail cases of 
tuberculosis. 
Especially those ca^es 
where the relatives cannot spare the 
m oney to send them to Colorado et 


W e do hot believe she will. 
A t the election November 7, the 
question of levyin g a tax to estab­ 
lish a tubercular sanitarium w ill be 
subm itted to th e voters of the coun­ 
ty for approval.

ALLIES SUCCESS GIVES 
BACK WAR INITIATIVE 


Som m e O ffensive O nly Part of 
Scheme o f Strategy. 


Success of the A llies’ Arm ies Gives 
Them Initiative in. W ar Opera­ 
tion s— F ighting Carried Out e n ­ 
der Most 
Cli favorable 
Weather 
F or Assailants. 


FRENCH FRONT, Oct. 20.— The 
tactical offensive of the Franco-Bri- 
tieh forces on th e Somme, altho it 
has entered its fourth month 
has attracted widespread attention, 
is in reality only a part of the entire 
scheme of strategy of the Allies' ar­ 
mies. but its success has given them 
the initiative in the war operations, 
w hich had for a time slipped from 
their hands. 
A general purview of the theatre 
of operations in this region shows 
that 
the Fr&nco-British 
front 
on 
Julv I ran directly southward from 
the west of Thiepval, a strongly for­ 
tified German position, to Fricourt. 
Th ere the Allies line turned sharply 
east-south-eastward and 
passed to 
the north of C arney to beyond Mari- 
court. whence it once m ore turned 
directly south to Maucourt, the ex­ 
tre m e end of th e offensive movement. 
This was the front, somewhat ov- 
forty kilometers in length, (’hon­ 
er 
en by the Allies for their forward 
push. 
The F r e n c h were disposed 
along about half of the southern end 
of this line and the following details 
deal solely with their part in tho op­ 
erations. 
T h e first phase of the battle last­ 
ed five days and during this period 
four lines of German trenches, and 
in some places five, all constructed 
of reinforced concrete, were carried 
bv the French troops. 
Numbers of 
villages, including Ourlu, 
Uecquln- 
court. Dotnplerrc, Hubbub, Fay, Feu- 
illeres. Buscourt, Herbecourt, Asscv- 
illers, 
Belloy-en-Santerre, 
Est roo. 
Hem and Hardec.ourt, were captured 
ut the point of the bayonet, after 
terrlffic bombardment which left on­ 
ly th e outlines of tho house founda­ 
tions still standing. 
The attacking 
French forces were compelled 
to 
fight from cellar to collar, in which 
large numbers of machine-guns had 
been mounted by mo.Germans, who 
had 
taken shelter in strong force 
underground an d had connected the 
brickwork cavea by 
passages. 
In 
view of tho n a tu re of this combat the 
F ren ch losses were very small. 
On 
the other hand. tho Germans suffer­ 
ed extremely heavy casualties owing 
to th e buildings crashing in 
upon 
them while they were crowding iii 
large bodies below. 
Nine thousand 
five hundred officers aud men su r­ 
rendered. 
During the second phase of tho of­ 
fensive, which lasted from July <5 to 
September I, t h e French progressed 
still further eastward and at 
tho 
sam e time extended northward and 
southward tao hole they had made 
in 
the German 
line. 
Biaches fell 
into their hands during the night of 
Ju ly 0 with 1.300 German prisoners. 
Around this village, occupying a very 
stro n g position 
of which the Ger­ 
m ans had taken every 
advantage, 
tho fighting continued 
for 
many 
days. 
After ifs first 
capture 
by 
th em , it passed twice out of French 
hands, but was finally and definitely 
occupied by t h e m on July 17. 
T h e 
Germans 
meanwhile 
had 
b ro u g h t up stro n g 
reinforcements 
from other portions of tho front and 
m a d e desperate efforts to 
prevent 
any further advance. 
The French, 
however, had acquired the taste for 
forward movements and in the mid­ 
dle of August, after brilliantly car­ 
rying several lines of 
intervening 
deep trenches, captured Maurepas. 
All this fighting was carried out 
u n d e r most 
unfavorable 
weather 
conditions for t h e assailants. 
The 
first fortnight of August was foggy 
thruo u t and d u rin g the second fort­ 
night rain fell almost without ces­ 
sation. 
German prisoners were captured 
in large numbers* during this second 
p hase of the operations and dozens 
of cannon and hundreds of machine- 
g u n s were taken or destroyed by the 
Fren ch . 


I 
The third phase of the offensive 
I opened on September I with a n a r­ 
tillery preparation more violent and 
j concentrated than had ever been us- 
j cd in warfare. 
The French infantry 
i bogan their work only on September 
! 3 when the German positions had 
, been battered out of all semblance 
; of their first condition, altho in the 
J deep dugouts which the Germans 
had been able to construct during 
their long occupation the defenders 
still had good shelter. 
Their first 
dash gave the French possession of 
Le Forest and Fiery with over 2,500 
prisoners. 3 2 cannon and an a m m u ­ 
nition depot. 
On the 4th 
further 
, south they stormed and took Soye- 
pn(1 | court, Vermandovillers and 
Chilly 
with 4.647 prisoners and much war 
material. 
Next day Ommiecourt was 
captured and on the 6th B erny with 
a further large group of prisoners. 
German counter-attacks failed to 
recover any territory and wore fol­ 
lowed by a long period of artillery 
preparation by the Frenh 
lasting 
four or five days. 
On the 12th the 
French infantry once 
more 
went 
“ over the to p ” and in a 
brilliant 
dash captured the large village of 
Bouehavesnes. whence they contin­ 
ued their march eastward 
on the 
13th, taking in these two d ays over 
2,000 prisoners, ten cannon a n d 40 
machine-guns. 
In the m eantime the British troops 
in the north were advancing parallel 
with the French and the patrols of 
the two Allied armies joined hands 
to the east of Com bios, which was 
th us surrounded and taken on Sept­ 
ember 25 with much war material 
and several thousand of prisoners. 
On the last day of September the 
offensive was still going on. 
The 
French and British troops were then 
engaged in consolidating the ground 
I hey had gained with a view to pre­ 
paring a starting point for a further 
advance. 
The territory captured by tho Al­ 
lies during the first, three m o n th s of 
tho offensive when a line is drawn 
around it has the appearance of a 
huge pear like a long stalk. 
It con­ 
tains between two and three h u n d re d 
square kilometers of ground. 
At its 
widest part in the north tho advance 
measured a b o u t ten miles, while at 
tho southern end the gain w as only 
about a mile in depth. 
French military experts a r e un­ 
animous in th e opinion that th e unit­ 
ed efforts on this portion 
of 
tho 
front, besides the enormous losses 
inflicted on th e Germans a n d the 
gain in territory, has had t h e effect 
of causing the Germans to abandon 
their long and unsuccessful e ffo rt to 
break thru the French lines a t Ver­ 
dun, while tho constant ad v a n c e of 
the allied troops despite the d esp er­ 
ate opposition of tho G erm ans has 
contributed to lower the m o ra le of 
the troops of the Central Pow ers.

m a rk e ting conditions of the 
country. 
T he (lata obtained by the 
survey have been published as Part 
V of a report of an exhaustive study 
of -the meat situation In the United 
States. 
T he three general 
methods of 
m ark etin g fou nd to be in most com­ 
mon use are: 
shipping to the largo centralized 
markets, selling to local 
butchers 
and packers, and the sale of farm- 
prepared m eats to dealers or con-, 
sinners. 
The bulk of the animals 
from the 
Central States, 
it was 
found, is sold thru the centralized 
m arkets, while some form of local 
m arketing predominates in the ex­ 
trem e eastern, western and south­ 
ern sections. 
The great central m arkets handle 
four fifths of tho sheep and lambs,] 
two thirds of the hogs, and approx!-! 
mutely one-half of the 
beef cattle. J 
For local slaughter about one third 
of the beef cattle, one eighth of the 
sheep and lambs and one-twelfth of 
the hogs are sold. 
Nearly one third’ 
of th e hogs and about one-tenth of 
tile beef cattle and one-twentieth 
of the sheep and lambs a r e slaught­ 
ered on farm s and ranges. 
Kola 
tlvely more sheep are shipped in car­ 
load lots by owners than any other 
class of live stock. 
Cattle, hogs and 
calves follow in the order named. In 
sales to local buyers hogs lead, with 
calves, cattle, and sheep following 
in order. 
T he study discloses t h a t the time 
or buying stockers and feeders and 
the selling of finished anim als is re­ 
stricted too

m onths of the year. 
Should stocu- 
feeding operations bo better adjust­ 
ed to m a rke t conditions, a decided 
influence toward a more even distri­ 
bution of tho supply would be the 
result.
